As part of this process, the City’s contractor, Bond Blacktop, Inc. will apply
a microsurfacing treatment on your street on . This letter
serves as a three-day advance notice for the construction work.

How Will | Be Affected? Prior to work taking place on your street, "No Parking" signs
will be placed on the street stating the day, date, and time of the parking restrictions. To
avoid towing of your vehicle, please park in your driveway or move your vehicle to a
location outside of the "No Parking Zone" prior to 8:00 AM. During the work, your street
will be temporarily closed and you will not be able to enter or exit your driveway for 4-6
hours or until the microsurfacing has completely dried.
